Operating Efficiency Up, President 
D. J. Russell Reports in 1954 Review 


NVESTMENT of approximately $60,- 

000,000 in capital improvements on 
Southern Pacific in 1954 raised the rail- 
road’s operating efficiency to a new high, 
President D. J. Russell reported in a 
year-end review. 

Among the major improvements com- 
pleted in 1954 were 95 miles of Central- 
ized Traffic Control between Eugene 
and Crescent Lake, Oregon, substan- 
tially increasing the train-carrying ca- 
pacity of the line; enlargement of 
switching yards at Indio, Colton, Yuma, 
and El Paso; completion of a by-pass 
Hine around the crowded Los Angeles 
area to serve the port with greater ease; 
placing in service of 98 more new 
diesel units, 1,707 new freight cars, 26 
new streamlined passenger cars, a new 
type dome lounge car, and a new type 
of .car in dining service—the “Ham- 
‘burger Grill.” The Company’s highway

trucking subsidiaries placed a total of 
121 additional highway automotive units 
and 232 more highway trailer units in 
service in 1954, 


Well under way in 1954 was a new 
Push-button gravity switching yard at 
Houston, where the first 16 bow] clas- 
sification tracks have recently been 
placed in operation. At Ogden, mod- 
ernizing and enlarging of exchange fa- 
ies were completed jointly with 
Union Pacific. 

Our Company has invested more than 
$400,000,000 in transpertation property 
in the past five years to keep up with 
growth of the territory it serves, Presi- 
dent Russell pointed out, and expecta- 
tion is that heavy investments will con- 
tinue in 1955. Already ordered for de- 
livery by the end of May 1955 are 163 
new diesel locomotive units to help 
handle the growing traffic volume. 


In addition to its wholly-owned in-

vestments, Southern Pacific shares in in- 
yestment in new equipment for Pacific 
Fruit Express Company which is jointly 
owned with Union Pacific, including 100 
super-giant ice refrigerator cars and 112 
mechanically refrigerated super-giant re- 
frigerator cars placed in service in 1954 
to handle frozen foods. Two hundred 
additional mechanically refrigerated cars 
of the same type are on order for de- 
livery in the summer of 1955. 


The president cited the 50 per cent 
population growth which has already oc- 
curred since 1940 in the “Golden Em- 
pice” — California, Oregon, Nevada, 
Utah, Arizona, New Mexico, Texas and 
Louisiana — while the population of the 
nation as a whole has risen only 20 per 
cent. 

“Rising population is, of course, 
bringing with it new industries and an 
expansion of established industrial 
plants, so that a great industrial develop- 
ment is taking place in the area along 
our rail Hines,” he said. “For the past 25 
years, Southern Pacific has had an av- 
erage net gain of one new spur track 
industry a day along its fines.” 


Use of Electronics 

Southern Pacific made outstanding 
strides in the application of develop- 
ments in the electronice fields in 1954, 
he reported, including the first experi- 
mental use of television for viewing the 
operations in a switching yard; and 
further expansion of radio installations 
on trains, in yards, and at wayside 
stations. 


During the year Southern Pacifie’s 
trailer-llatcar “piggy-hack” service was 
extended to handle traffic moving be- 
tween the San Francisco Bay area and 
points in Nevada, Utah, Idaho, Wyom- 
ing and eastern Oregon, and also be- 
tween Houston and San Antonio and 
points in the lower Rio Grande Valley. 
Existing service into other areas was 
also substantially increased. In its ex- 
panding trailer-flatear “piggy-back”

service, the Company was moving about 
155 loaded vans on an average day 
toward the year’s end. By the end of 
January, 1955, the service will be further 
extended to include movement between 
points in the San Francisco-Los Angeles 
territory and points in Oregon and 
Washington in connection with Union 
Pacific, Northern Pacific, and Great 
Northern. 


Turning to comment on the railroad 
industry as a whole, President Russell 
pointed out that in spite of luge im- 
provement programs, and increased op- 
erating efficiencies, current earnings of 
the railroads are inadequate by any 
standard. The return on invested capital 
is considerably Jess than that of other 
regulated business and is greatly below 
the average return of manufacturing 
companies. Means of lessening this dis- 
parity, which is so prejudicial to the 
railroads, should have, he said, the seri- 
ous consideration of the American 
people, 


Orner Asst. Mail and 
Express Traffic Mgr. 


PPOINTMENT of Harold S. Orner 

to assistant mail and express trafic 
manager, headquarters San Francisco, 
was announced effective Jan. 1. 


Orner started with SP as @ messenger 
in the Passenger Dept. at Les Angeles in 
1935 and after filling various clerical 
ignments advanced through the po- 
ions of passenger agent and traveling 
passenger agent to become asst. district 
passenger agent, San Diego in 1944. In 
1947 he was named asst. to passenger 
traflic manager, Los Angeles, the posi- 
tion he held at the time of his new ap- 
pointment.

Dies Following 


E, A, CRAFT 


VERETTE A. CRAFT, 61, execu- 

tive vice president of Southern Pa- 
cific Lines in Texas and Louisiana since 
April 1, 1945, died at Houston on De- 
cember 20, 

Death came after a brief illness, clos- 
ing a career as brilliant in the industrial 
world as it was rich in community serv- 
ice. 


In addition to his duties of executive 
vice-president of Southern Pacific with 
headquarters at Houston, he was presi- 
dent ‘and director of the Rio Brave Oil 
Company, Southern Pacific Building 
Company, Southern Pacific Terminal 
Company and Texas Town Lot Company, 
and a director of Southern Pacific Trans- 
port Company, all SP subsidiaries. 

Craft was also a director of the Union 
Terminal Company of DaHas, Houston 
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A Brief [ness 


Chamber of Commerce, and East Texas 
Chamber of Commerce and a trustee of 
the Texas A&M College Research Foun- 
dation, and Texas Economic Education 
Society. 

He was a member of the executive 
committee of the Texas Railroad Associ- 
ation and of the board of control of the 
Port Terminal Railroad Association and 
held memberships in the American Rail- 
way Engineering Association, the Ameri- 
can Wood Preservers Association, Amer- 
ican Association of Railway Superin- 
tendents, ‘Texas Society of Professional 
Engincers and Farm Ranch Club. 


He started his railroad career at the 
age of 16, studying at night to acquire 
his engineering education. His first job 
was that of chainman for the Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois Railroad, where he later 
worked as a rodman, instrumentman and 
assislant engineer. 

In World War I he served with the 
Army Engineers Corps, advancing to 
the rank of major. He came to SP in 
1920 and was successively division engi- 
necr, assistant to chief engineer, engi- 
neer maintenance of way, assistant to

“Be Seta Fine Example for 7blt of Us" 


PEAKING to Southern Pacific officers in Houston following the untimely 

death of Executive Vice President E. A. Craft, President D. J. Russell 
said: 

“Major Craft, a close personal friend, was a man of great driving force. 
He was a man of constructive vision and imagination. He possessed the rare 
ability to look into the future and foresee what had to be done to keep, 
Southern Pacific in pace with, if not ahead of, the march of progress. To his 
ability in this respect can be attributed many of the things we have done to 
prepare Southern Pacific to meet the transportation requirements of this 
growing country. 

“Although he carried a heavy load as a railroad officer he almost always 
found time to take a prominent and often leading part in outside civic, 
business, cultural and other affairs. He gave much of his time and himself 
to the advancement of the community interest. He always worked hard for 
what he thought would contribute to the advancement and development of 
cities and areas served by our railroad, 

“He set a fine example for all of us to follow. We can do this by the 
proper performance of our duties and in giving something of ourselves to the 
civic and other activities to which Major Craft had so dedicated himself. 
We should be broad-gauged citizens, each recognizing his obligation toward 
his railroad, his community, his church, his schools, his organizations and

executive vice-president and vice-presi- 
dent. He was appointed executive vice- 
president in 1945, 

The same energy and spirit that paced 
his climb in railroading applied to his 
participation in many civic and chari- 
table enterprises. In 1952 the Texas 
Society of Professional Engineers named 
him the “outstanding engineer of the 
year.” He was active with the Com- 
munity Chest and United Fund, serving 
as a worker on the special gifts divi- 
sion each year since 1946 and as chair- 
man of the special -gifts division of the 
Community, Chest in 1950. 

His passing evoked editorials in the 
Houston newspapers which paid tribute 
to outstanding business and community 
leadership. 
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45th Birthday of the founding of 
the Boy Scouts of America will be ob- 
served during Scout Week, Feb. 5,12. 
Throughout the United States Scouts will 
hold special banquets, parents’ nights 
and open house meetings. Special trib- 
utes to Scouting will be paid by serv- 
ice clubs and other community organ- 
izations, Since Scouting began SP peo- 
ple have been full partners in the move- 
ment to build a better America through 
its youth. Besides holding posts as scout 
and cub masters, they hold council, dis- 
trict, neighborhood and treop committee 
positions at just about every community 
served by SP and its affiliates.

For years, seven-year-old Clifford 
Benitou, whe has been ill with asthma, 
has looked out a window of his Santa 
Rosa home at the NWP trains going by. 
The train crews always answered his 
waves and he grew to love railroads. 
Last November, Clifford’s mother 
wrote a letter to General Manager R. 
E. Hallawell which read, in part, “For 
Christmas could it be arranged for him 
to see the inside of a train? He’s never 
had a real Christmas because of illness 
... and he’s so crazy about trains.” 
Mrs. Benitou was promptly invited to 
bring Clifford to San Francisco. She ar- 
rived on a rainy December morning, her 
son clutching her hand excitedly. They 
were taken to the Mission Bay Round- 
house where Lance Proudfit, road fore- 
man of engines, and Fred Delves, round- 
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house foreman, took the boy on a com- 
plete tour of the premises. 

Clifford had never been this close to 
real locomotives before. He clambered 
around the diesels and the steam en- 
gines; he blew whistles and rang bells 
and he couldn’t stop grinning as he 
pelted Delves and Proudfit with a hun- 
dred questions. 

Aiter lunch as guests of the Bulletin, 
he and his mother were taken to the 
San Francisco coach yards where they 
were shown through the Lark from one 
end to the other, just as Clifford wanted. 
And like all boys his age, he wanted to 
see and touch everything. 

After the day’s excursion was over 
and the Benitous returned to Santa 
Rosa, Clifford's mother wrote a letter 
of appreciation to the SP, saying, “He 
was so thrilled with his trip that it did 
what we wanted it to... you’ve made 
one little boy so very, very happy.”

contest, 

It was entered by Travis V. Brown, 
telegrapher at Fresno, who receives a 
check for $25 for his effort. That's 
better than $4 a word, which is con- 
sidered good even in the best literary 
circles! 

Winner of second prize of $15 was 
Henry S. Mack, cashier-teller, Shed B, 
Los Angeles, who submitted: “For Claim 
Prevention We Must Strive to Stop Loss 
and Damage in Fifty-five.” 

Third prize of $10 was awarded to 
Paul R. Matheny, car clerk, Medford, 
for: “Let Claim Prevention Be Our 
Intention,” 


In reaching their decision, the com- 


mittee of 10 judges, headed by P. M. 
Chaimov, manager, FPM&SS, and in- 
cluding representatives of his office and 
the Public Relations Department, gave 
careful consideration to more than 150 
entries, 

Some of the runners-up expressed 
thoughts similar to those of the win- 
ners. Charles H. Tracy, yardman, Kla- 
math Falls, submitted: “You Can’t Cure 
A Loss, But You Can Prevent A Claim”; 
Benjamin L. Canning, asst. head claim 
clerk, 4th & Berry Freight Office, SF, ob- 
served: “If Railroad Business Is To 
Thrive, Claims Must Be Reduced In 
Fifty-five”; and Isabel Unzer of Los 
Angeles, advised: “Make Claim Preven- 
tion Your Daily Intention.” 

Specific points to remember in avoid- 
ing loss and damage were mentioned 
in some of the entries. Fred C. Cook, 
machinist, Sacramento Shops, averred 
that “Smooth Handling Requires Skill; 
Preventing Claims Is Better Still.” John 
Podesta, PMT truck driver, observed 
that “A Cautious Loader Is A Claim 
Exploder.”, Max A, Joknson, cashier, 
Lovelock Freight Station, warned: “Don’t 
Disable, Heed the Label!” Jef P. Thom- 
ason, PMT driver, Willcox, Arizona, 
opined that “Damaged Freight Doesn’t 
Pull Nis Weight.” 

Aha Barnes, wife of Section Foreman 
E. E. Barnes of Coquille, Ore., expressed 
the view that “With A Little Caution, A 
Little Care, Claim Prevention We Alt 
Can Share.” Ben Moss, trainmaster’s 
clerk, Sparks, a regular entrant in these 
contests, echoed Mrs. Barnes’ opinion 
with “Keep Your Attention On Claim 
Prevention!” 

That all of us, as railroaders, have a 
stake in the careful handling of freight, is 
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emphasized in “Preventing Claims Takes 
Common Sense, Paying Claims Takes 
Dollars and Cents,” by Charles W. Far- 
rell, and “If We Handle Freight ds We 
Ought, Our Insurance Claims Will Be 
Naught,” by George W. Wilder. Both 
Farrell and Wilder are PMT drivers at 
Phoenix. 

The customer's viewpoint was stressed, 
too, with entries euch as “Freight Han- 
dled Right Is the Customer's Delight,” 
by W. J. Hadden, c/o agent, Stockton; 
“Damage-free Destinations Mean Good 
Customer Relations,” by Robert Pea- 
body, engine watchman, Indio; and 
“Goodwill Is Cemented By Claims We 
Prevented,” by Anthony L. Domingos, 
asst. chief yard clerk, San Luis Obispo. 

In summarizing the results of the 
contest, Chaimov expressed apprecia- 
tion to all who entered and said that 
the interest that is being shown all 
over the railroad in this important sub- 
ject of reducing loss and damage is 
gratifying. 

And a sure way to do it is to remem-

Russell was succeeded by F. E. Mol- 
loy, formerly asst. supt, motive power; 
Molloy was succeeded by W. O. Brown, 
formerly master mechanic, Portland 
Div.; Brown was succeeded by F. R. 
Olds, formerly asst. master mechanic, 
Portland Div.; Olds was suceeded by 
E. F. Peters, formerly general foreman, 
Eugene. 


Vance’s successor was G. M. Cagley, 
formerly master mechanic, Salt Lake 
Div.; Cagley was suceeeded by R. L. 
Smith, formerly asst. master mechanic, 
LA Div. 

Young's successor was J. C. Stockton, 
formerly master car repairer, Portland 
Div. He was succeeded by F. W. Thomp- 
son, formerly master car repairer, NWP. 
Thompsun’s successor was C. B. Fish, 
formerly asst. master car repairer, West- 
ern Div., who was succeeded by A. E. 
Simpkins, formerly district car inspector, 
Sacramento Shaps.

The Commuuteations Department 


From an address by A. E. De 


HE Communications Department is 

a part of the Operating Department 
and reports to the General Manager. We 
also have another boss—the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. 

We are responsible to Western Union 
for the maintenance of their preperty lo- 
cated on our right-of-way, which con- 
sists of about 8,000 miles of pole line 
and 50,000 miles of wire. This property, 
together with 47,000 miles of railroad- 
owned wires and railroad equipment is 
maintained by Seuthern Pacific em- 
ployes. We are also responsible to West- 
ern Union for the handling of their te! 
graph business, money orders, and re- 
lated services at our 360 agencies on 
Southern Pacific. 

As a representative of the Western 
Union, whose slogan is “Don’t write, 
telegraph,” we encourage the use of its 
services. But as a representative of the 
railroad we urge use of the mail, mail- 
grams, and airgrams, wherever possible. 
And, if we had a slogan it would read 
somewhat like this: “H you must use the 
telephone or telegraph, be brief.” 

Our department is basically divided 
into three parts; Operating, Plant, Elec- 
tronics, 


The operation of our iclephone system 
is an interesting one. Here is another 
Southern Pacific “first” in the railroad 
industry. Automatic intercity dialing 
which has now been installed between 
San Francisco and Sacramento, San 
Francisco and Los Angeles, This inter-

city dialing system is constantly being 
extended te other points. 

In addition to direct dialing between 
cities, service on the divisions is being 
expanded to permit dialing between vari- 
ous stations. The long familiar magneto 
party line is just about a thing of the 
past; however, we will continue to use 
it from booth telephones located at sid- 
ings so that employes can make connec- 
tions to the nearest station. 

It has only been a short time since the 
name of our department was changed 
from Telegraph to Communications De- 
partment. On our railroad, telegraph is 
being used in only a few affices. 

Tn turning to other more modern meth- 
ods of communication we have heen 
able, in a great many instances, to con- 
vert the former telegraph circuits to 
either telephone or teletypewriter cir. 
cuits. Six of our offices, including Chi- 
eago and New York, are classified as 
general communication offices and are 
equipped for semi-automatic push-button 
relaying of communications. These au- 
tomatic offices transmit and relay mes- 
sage trafic to on-line offices and to 32 
off-line offices located in General Agen- 
cies. 


Like other Pacific Lines Departments, 
our jurisdiction ends at El Paso, where 
we meet the T&ENO, However, our tele- 
phone and printer circuits are intercon- 
nected with those of the T&NO at EL 
Paso, and SP general telegraph offices at 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and El Paso 
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work directly with Houston. Consider- 
able message traffic is automatically re- 
layed through Houston to Chicago. 

Of some 618 telegraph offices on our 
Hnes, 11] are equipped for teletype oper- 
ation. Pacific Lines has a total of 340 
teletypes, 129 reperforators, 71 perfor- 
ators and 247 transmitter-distributors in 
service at all its offices, 


1BM Communications 


With the inauguration of mechanized 
car reporting we provided direct com- 
munications to all of our major yard of- 
fices and San Francisco and between ad- 
joining yard offices. Under this system 
IBM cards are punched containing es- 
sential information. From these IBM 
cards teletype tape is prepared mechan- 
ically then transmitted aver special tele- 
type carrier circuits to adjoining yards 
and simultaneously to the San Francisco 
communications center, In order to move 
this tape simultaneously we use a “mul- 
tiple send” device which enables us to 
send Lape to as many as six different 
points simultaneously, We can arrange 
for more, if necessary. In the yard of- 
fice and in San Francisco the transmis- 
sions are reproduced on teletype in the 
form of multitype copies and on print- 
ing reperforators in tape form. In yard 
offices, teletype tape is converted to IBM 
cards and the cards are again used to 
reproduce tape which is forwarded to 
the next office. 


Space does not permit a detailed de- 
scription of the operational features of 
our Communications system. But you are 
invited to inspect our communications 
facilities when you’re in San Francisco, 
Guided tours for individuals and groups 
will be gladly arranged. 

Let us move on to the second part of 
our business: the plant section, which 
consists of the maintenance, supervision 
and repair of pole structures, wires and 
intercommunieating and paging systems. 


In order to operate trains we must

have tracks. We too, as of now, must 
have wires over which to move telephone 
calls and message traffic. We have 47,000 
miles of wire now in place on our rail- 
road. This is considerably less than the 
total wires we had in use some ten years 
ago, notwithstanding increased demands 
made upon us to provide circuits for 
handling of car reporting, and added 
telephone circuits for intercity dialing. 
To meet these demands in the past few 
years we have increased our plant by 
75,000 carrier miles of high frequency 
telephone and teletypewriter circuits, at 
the same time actually reducing our wire 
mileage. Perhaps an explanation as to 
how we create these additional lines 
would be in order. 


“Carrier Telephone Circuit” 

Try to visualize a pair of copper wires. 
In telephone use, speeck is changed to 
electrical impulses which are sent over 
this pair of wires at a certain speed. Now 
lets build a “carrier telephone cireuit.” 
The speech on this circuit is again con- 
verted to electrical impulses, but instead 
of at same speed which it would ordina- 
rily be transmitted over the wires the 
signals on this carrier channel would be 
moved at twice the speed, say in one di- 
rection from San Francisco to Los An- 
geles. We now have completed one-half 
of the first channel. 

In the opposite direction the same 
thing takes place, only we have to triple 
the speed with which the electrical im- 
pulses are sent over the carrier channel. 
Now we have completed the first chan- 
nel and, by repeating the same process, 
we can build as many as 16 channels, 
Today we have this equipment in use 
between San Francisco and Sacramento. 


For our car reporting and message 
traffic work we need teletypewriter cir- 
cuits. In order to create these circuits 
we take one of the telephone carrier 
channels, divide it into 18 channels 
which in turn are duplexed, allowing ‘us 
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to transmit 36 messages simultaneously. 
This is possible because of the slow 
speed with which teletypewriter signals 
are transmitted. Under such a system 
we are now carrying on 16 conversations 
and 36 telegraph messages. We can make 
any combination we desire. 

With so many channels working on a 
pair of wires you can readily appreciate 
that it is very important that we clear 
up any trouble prompily. Here elec- 
tronics have come to our aid. 

We have a fault finder—a radar fault 
finder—that enables us to pinpoint cases 
of wire trouble. Formerly, the trouble 
was generally located between two open 
communication offices, perhaps 20 miles 
apart. A lineman had te get on his motor 
car and patrol the territory until he dis- 
covered the trouble, 

Today, we can tell exactly where that 
trouble is; wherever the wire is broken, 
crossed, or shorted out. By pinpointing 
it we can clear it up almost immediately. 

Because of the importance of wires, we 
arrange, where conditions permit, for al- 
ternate routes. By merely flipping a 
switch we are able to change a circuit 
over to another one, if necessary, with no 
interruption of service. 

Communications play an important 
part at many larger yards on the rail- 
road, These yards are equipped with 
paging and talk-back speakers which 
permit yardmasters and terminal super- 
intendents to direct activities from a 
central point. 


In conjunction with our engineering 
department we are responsible for the 
installation of the many pneumatic tube 
systems used in the General Offices and 
in yards. We recently placed in service 
a 4-inch aluminum tube system extend- 
ing from the Los Angeles yard office to 
the local freight office, a distance of 
about 2 miles. 

A third phase-of our operations is the 
use of radio on our trains and in our 
yards and terminals and way stations. 
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The type of radio we use on our road 
engines, cabooses, switch engines and 
wayside stations makes train to train 
communications possible, generally over 
distances of six to eight miles, depend- 
ing upon terrain. This type of radio is 
also used in our wayside stations, where 
contact with an engine or caboose may 
be 15 miles away, again depending upon 
terrain, 

Another Southern Pacific first is a 
dispatcher radio system which enables 
the dispatcher at his terminal to talk to 
any train in his district. This is in use 
in the Sierra Nevada and Cascade moun- 
tains. 

The dispatcher radio control system 
from Sacramento also has a connection 
with the office of General Superintend- 
ent of Transportation in San Francisco. 


Snow-fighting Directions 

Our crews on snow fighting equip- 
ment keep the operating supervisors 
posted on weather and right of way con- 
ditions and informed as to their progress 
during snow removal operations. These 
crews in turn receive directions from the 
operating supervisors who are required 
to make quick changes in plans during 
severe storms, all by means of railroad 
radio, This expedites the job of clear- 
ing our tracks which is highly important 
during heavy storm periods. 

Switching operations in our yards are 
speeded up and better pick-up and de- 
livery to our shippers is accomplished 
by means of yardmaster to switch en- 
gine radio. 

The car repairmen equipped with 
walkie talkies communicate directly with 
one another while inspecting and repair- 
ing cars in our freight yards, They also 
keep in touch with their foreman via 
radio which permits their work to be 
carried on with greater ease and with 
Jess delay to freight trains in terminals. 

Many of our automobiles used by 
operating supervisors and communica- 
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tion personnel are equipped with radio 
enabling them to keep in close touch 
with operations, 

Our ferry steamers are equipped with 
radar which operate i e fre. 
quencies to assist pilots in navigating 
through heavy fog on San Francisco Bay, 
and have also been equipped with radio 
enabling them to p in constant touch 
with the chief dispatcher at Oakland 
Pier. 


The Communications Department 
keeps an ever watchful eye on new de- 
velopmenis in radio and electronics 
which seem to have occurred almost 
daily during the past few years. It is 
our job to determine what new d 
or techniques may apply in railroad 
communications. Pacific Lines has over 
900 sets of radio equipment in service. 


Use of Television 

Tests have recently been conducted 
utilizing industrial television for viewing 
railroad yards from onc point. With a 
system of this type yardmasters’ towers 
would no longer be needed. We have un- 
der consideration a rather extensive sys- 
tem whereby a railroad yard approxi- 
mately two miles long can be. viewed by 
means of 13 television cameras. Eight of 
these cameras are equipped with wide 
angle lenses and the other five with tele- 
photo lenses. 

The eight fixed wide angle lens cam- 
eras wauld give a fixed view of the en- 
tire yard and the five telephoto cameras 
would enable us to pick out some par- 
ticular section of the yard and get a 
close-up view. 


As heretofore mentioned, it is neces- 
sary to have wires in order to move tele- 
phone calls and message traffic. We have 
recently completed a study and have un- 
der consideration the use of microwave 
which requires no wires. 

With this in mind, the carrier systems 
which are naw used on copper wire 
paths can, with slight modification, be 
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used on a mnicrowave system. We can 
get as many as 30 voice channels on 
each microwave system, and as many as 
six individual microwave paths can be 
operated over thc same antennae and 
towers. 


This system would readily lend itself 
to expansion and thereby provide many 
circuits for our future needs. 

By such modern miracles in commu- 
nications, railroading is being made 
swifter and more efficient on Southern 
Pacific.

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Highway Users Should Pay For 
Grade Crossing Eliminations 


APTHOUCH grade separations are 
primarily for the benefit of high- 
way users, the railroads often have to 
stand half or more of the cost. 

Robert Moses,* author of the essay 
that. won first prize in General Motors’ 
better highways contest, commented on 
the inequities of this situation in his 
paper. 

“Basic responsibility,” he wrote, “is 
fixed beyond dispute by fundamental 
Jaw. It is the highway not the railroad, 
the car not the train, which creates the 
hazard and must be primarily respon- 
sible for its removal.” 

In support of his statement he cites 
a U. S. Supreme Court decision in 
1934 which held that “the main purpose 
of grade separation therefore is now 
the furtherance of uninterrupted, rapid 
movement by motor vehicles. In this 
respect grade separation is a desirable 
engineering feature comparable to re- 
moval of grades and curves, to widening 
the highway, to strengthening and drain- 
ing it, to shortening distance, to setting 
up guard rails, to bridging streams.” 

But, Moses points out, “the laws of 
the several states which are supposed 
to give force to this opinion vary wide- 
ly, and still reflect a disposition to pe- 
nalize the railroads and to make them 
pay for construction which in most cases 
benefits them little and cannot be capi- 
talized by them. 

“As a result in many instances the 
railroads resist elimination orders by 
every resource at their command be- 
cause their share is uncertain, often un- 
fair and-some times exorbitant.” 


*Robert Moses is New York City’s 
commissioner of parks and a planning 
expert. 
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In grade-elimination projects that are 
paid for partly by federal funds, the 
railroads are charged only with benefits 
they derive from the elimination of the 
crossing, but in ne event for more than 
10 per cent of the total cost. 

A western railroad recently had to 
pay half of the cost of enlarging an ex- 
isting underpass—more than $280,000— 
that was used mainly by trucks. It was 
rebuilt high enough to accommodate the 
biggest oncs. Ali the railroad got for 
its money was a break for its com- 
petitors. 


Historic “Gold Coast” 
Becomes Museum Piece 


NE more chapter in the stery of rail- 

roading in the Old West came to its 
conclusion a few weeks ago when the 
last private railroad car (not to be con- 
fused with business cars) in active oper- 
ation in Western states was retired from 
service. 

Tt is the “Gold Coast,” owned by Lu- 
cius Beebe and Charles Clegg of Virginia 
City, noted writers in the field of west- 
ern Americana and railroading. 

The car, which retains all of its Vic- 
forian grandeur (it was built in 1907 
and features erystal chandeliers, green 
marble fireplace, fringed drapes and -a 
wine cellar), has been turned over to 
the Railway Locomotive & Historical 
Society at Oakland. The gift deed stipu- 
lates that SP, WP and Santa Fe shall 
have access to it for pageants, anni- 
versaries and civic occasions involving 
ratlroading. 

Since the abandonment in 1950 of its 
“home” railroad, the Virginia & Truckee 
Railroad, the “Gold Coast” had been in 
custody of SP at Sparks.

To serve 4, allow 2 to 3 lbs. meaty 
spareribs. Cut into serving size pieces, 
Then get out a big shallow pan and 
pour in enough soy sauce to cover bot- 
tom of it (this may take a bottle or two, 
but it can be re-bottled and used again). 
Lay ribs in sauce, swish them around, 
turn them over, and dot with 3 or 4 
split cloves of garlic, Let ribs stand in 
sauce a couple of hours, turning occa- 
sionally,

soy sauce, and put pans of ribs to hake, 
That’s all-just make sure they’re thor- 
oughly done before you cat them.

On To Portland 


Now, let’s commute up to Portland, 
Oregon, and Jook in on Georgiana How- 
ard in the Union Station there. Georgi- 
ana has a wonderful recipe for Greek 
Rice and Spinach. She alse has a pooch 
named Cindy (see snapshot helow, then 
see recipe that follows). 
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Greek Rice And Spinach 

There are 3 steps to this recipe: (1) 
In a large saucepan put 34 cup oil; into 
it slice a Jarge onion and heat gently 
until onions are lightly cooked. Then 
add 4 tablespoons tomato sauce; salt 
and peppered; and some hits of dill. 
(Use fresh dill if you have it; if not, use 
4 or 5 cut-up heads of dried.) Simmer 
about 25 minute: 

(2) While this is cooking, cook a cup 
of rice according to directions on pack- 
age. Drain off any water that remains. 

{3) At same time cook a pound of 
washed spinach (or a block of frozen). 
Drain. 

At serving time, combine sauce, rice, 
and spinach, pour lemon juice over all 
and tell folks the Greeks have a word 
for it: “delicious.” Serves 3 or 4, 


Midwinter Sclad Ways 


Now that the holidays are over, you'll 
probably want to go streamline with your 
salads. How long since you've served 
these? : 


Saueecdish Tomato Salad. Chill can- 
ned tomatees. Drain off part of juice, 
and spoon the tomate pulp into indi- 
vidual serving dishes. Season with salt, 
pepper, a dash of vinegar, and a drop 
of Tabasco sauce. Serve vety cold. 


Orange and Gnion. In individual 
dishes arrange segments of canned or- 
anges or grapefruit. Over them lay very 
thin slices of winter onion. Add a spoon- 
ful or two of salad oi] to the orange or 
grapefruit juice, season to taste with 
alt and pepper; pour over salads, and 
chill until serving time. 


Give Hard Workera Hearty Launch 


Cold lunches are hard to take any 
time-—especially in cold weather. But 
here are several hearties that your Junch 
boxer will enjoy, regardless of the sea- 
son. 

“Hash-Wiches,” Chill a can of 
corned beef hash in refrigerator so you 
can slice it without its crumbling. Dip 
a slice in flour, brown it gently in hot 
fat, dash with catsup, and put between 
slices of buttered bread. (Potatoes in a 
sandwiclt may sound strange, but these 
hash-wiches are really good.) 

Beefy Eggs. In a very small frying 
pan heat a little batter or bacon drip- 
pings. Into it tear 4 or 5 pieces of dried 
beef. Heat gently, then add an egg or 
twa, stirring it around to “scramble.” 
When cooked, slip out the mixture in as 
hig pieces as possible and put between 
slices of buttered bread. 

Cheese-Butter. Mix grated cheese 
(the kind that comes in cans) with soft 
butter, stirring in as much cheese as 
butter will hold. Use as a spread for 
bread, topping it with slice of luncheon 
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meat. The cheese makes for extra nu- 
trition as well as goodness. 

Desserts. Put gingersnaps or fig-bar 
cookies together in pairs, with cream 
cheese between. . . . Instead of cake or 
pic, cend along a small hag of salted 
peanuts and a handful of fresh dates— 
they’re so good right now!

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Plane Uses Railroad 
For Emergency Runway 


CORE one for railroads vs. air- 

planes. On December 12 a small 
plane enroute from Lakeview to Eugenc 
became lost in a snow storm in the rug- 
ged Cascade mountains.. The pilot saw 
the SP tracks and knew they would 
eventually lead him te civilization. How- 
ever, the tracks dived into a tunnel and 
he lost his bearings so he turned around 
and headed back up the track. The 
weather turned worse. Spying a short 
level stretch, the pilot set his plane down. 
near the west switch at Cascade Sum- 
mit, much to the surprise of the resi- 
dents (mostly railroaders) of that tiny 
community who are not accustomed to 
seeing airplanes on the right-of-way. 


Once the plane was down, the prob- 
lem arose as to how to get it air-borne 
again. There wasn’t enough space for 
an ordinary take off. Trainmaster C. J. 
Riedel and Asst. Trainmaster D. C. 
Wimer came up with a unique solution. 
They put the plane upon a railroad 
push car, making it secure with 2 x 4 
hoards, and allowing the tail wheel to 
run along the snow between the rails. 
As the airplane “piggy-back” went along 
the tracks, the pilot started his propellers 
and was able to get up a speed of 40 
miles per hour. The 2 x 4 boards were 
removed and the plane soared safely 
inte the air. 

It is believed this is the first time an 
airplane ever took off from a railroad 
push car.—-By Howard Bailey, Bulletin 
head reporter, Portland Div.
